In using such 
mercurial 
preparations, they should never be 
applied in places where cattle can 
reach them with their own tongues 
or be liable to be licked off by oth- 
ers.

Now according to this statement 
which 
agreeable to the Ccmplrolcr's report and 
other informa'.ion we have obtained from va- 
rious sources and which we rely upon as 
being correct, we cannot possibly see how 
these banks are to redÎ^em their notes into 
a very considerable amount. 
There is only 
an excess of securities beyond the 
circula- 
tion of something short of a million of dol- 
lars, and the loss on the Indiana, Michigan, 
and Illinois Stocks alone, will more than 
eat up tlu>t amount. 
Then the balance of 
the Stocks must be worth their face, or the 
community must suffer; to say nothing about 
contingent expenses, and losses sustained 
by the Banks in closing up tht-ir accounts, 
which must of course be very considerable. 
The bonds and n»ortga(;es, in most cases, 
are no doubt good, and the New York and 
Maine Stocks are also good; but 
these are 
about all that can be re'ied upon; the oth'MS 
are what may now be termed fancy stocks, 
and are worth whatever they will fetch in 
Market, 
lint be this mutter as il may we 
cannot say whether these Stocks are 
good 
or n(»t, one thing is certain, and that is, that 
they are not banking inslitutions that can be 
relied upon, or that can do the community 
any good, when it requires aid. . They havt 
no specie—ihey never had any. 
How then 
can iht-y be of any service lo the communi 
(y. 
Their notes 
are not half as good as 
a fanner's iiote and Mortgage, and should 
not be entitled to as much credit. 
The ope- 
ration of those banks has not been confined 
to the State of New York, they have had 
their runners at the west, selling drafts, cer 
tificates of deposite, bills of e.xchange and 
the like, and when these liabilities were pre- 
sented at the bank for payment, their would 
perhaps 
be some objection raised to the 
manner in which they were negotiated, and 
payment finally refused, the claims protest 
ed and the holder must suffer the loss. 
Post 
notes have also been issued by some of these 
banks and these the Comptroller decides 
not to be a Irgal liability of the bank and the 
holders of these promises to nay. also suf- 
fer a dead shave. 
So that in any light we 
may view these banks under the general 
banking law, we cannot s«e a 
redteming 
feature.
